At midmorning | 


Wednesday the emergency ses- 
sion of the General Assembly will 
meet without a present emer- 
gency. The edge of war withdrew 
somedays ago. 


But, the word emergency re- 
mains very real. 


It now is known here that Ni- 
kita Khrushchev did not get his 
knuckles rapped in the still-secret 
meeting at Peiping, following 
which he withdrew from the sum- 
mit Security Council meeting. 
This was always an unlikely sug- 
gestion, though for a while it 
gained great currency. Khrush- 
chevy was calming the Chinese 
who are demanding atomic weap- 
ons and the most advanced tech- 
nical goods of war from the Rus- 
sians. They, the Red Chinese, 
believe that the tide of history is 
running so strongly for the East 
that within a year or so they can 
make a major military move... 
if they can’t get what they want 
without it. The Russians think so, 
too. But they prefer to see what 
time will do. 


Peiping Agenda 

The Middle East and the sum- 
mit meeting are not now believed 
to have been more than items in 
the Peiping agenda, not yet re- 
' vealed to either the Chinese or 
the Russian peoples. 


We see some of the results in 
the form of stepped-up Chinese 
activity against the islands off 
Formosa. This is a diversionary 
action for propaganda effect. War 
,could begin there—if it threatens 
in the Middle East. 

There is hope in this grim pic- 
lure, though it is not in focus. 
One senses it, rather than seeing 
it there. 

While the U.S.S.R. holds many 
millions of people in its satellite 
setups, there are but a few more 
than 200 million Russians. The 
Kremlin’s heavy industry is in- 
dustrializing Red China. And an 
atomic-armed, nuclear-productive 
Communist China, with her more 
than 600 million people, could be- 
come an awesome ally or an 
equally fearful rival. 

There are veteran representa- 
tives here in the United Nations 
who firmly believe that Russia 
has never wanted Red China in 
the U.N. So long as she is out, 
she must be represented by the 
Soviets. The men from Moscow 
have been unaccountably awk- 
ward in presenting the case for 
Red China’s admission. 

Has that been changed by the 
conference at Peiping? 

Will Andrei Gromyko come for- 
ward ‘with a vigorous, shrewd 
“bargain” plan seeking @ seat for 
Mao’s government? Perhaps not 
until the regular September meet- 
ing. But none rules it out for 
now. If he can persuade and 
coerce enough votes there can be 
no veto of it. That the United 
States itself believes some such 
move possible is revealed by the 
‘“‘white paper” on that subject re- 
leased this past. Sunday.

Lines Are Drawn 


For Battle in U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, New York—A 
troubled General Assembly will convene 
at midmorning Wednesday. Late Tues- 
day it became apparent that both the 
United States and Russia would have 
difficulty in getting enough votes to sus- 
tain the resolution each is ready to in- 
troduce. 


That of the United States would seek 
endorsement of its action in sending 
troops to Lebanon. Withdrawal -of those 
troops will begin today simultaneously 
with the opening of the U.N. session. 
The Soviets will offer a resolution con- 
demning the use of troops by the United 
States in Lebanon and Britain’s in Jor- 
dan. The resolution also will demand 
immediate removal of these troops. 


Many U.N. delegates do not really 
wish to vote on either resolution. These 
include many friends of the United 
States, especially the Latin Americans. 
A number of the Latin delegates have 
urged that neither resolution be for- 
mally introduced. 

It probably is too late to withdraw 
them. But in the light of developments it 
will be for the best if both do fail to 
pass and some less severe resolution is 
worked out and adopted.-There is a cer- 
tain weariness in evidence among the 
smaller nations with both the contending 
powers. What really is needed now is not 
a face-saving by the United States or 
the Soviets, but something which has 
possibilities of relaxing tension in the 
Middle East. 

At least two nations are ready to call 
for the appointment of a U.N. commis- 
sion to study the situation and report 
back to the General Assembly at a later 
date with recommendations. 

This, while admittedly a device cre- 
ated in an attempt to head off a long, 
acrimonious session, has merit. Nasser- 
ism or Arab nationalism will not pe 
ended by action here, but if the U.N. ob- 
server units can be strengthened and if 
governments in the area are aware their 
actions are to be subject to a committee’s 
scrutiny they may well calm down. 

The United States will, we hope, sup- 
port such a resolution when and if it 
reaches the floor. We have suffered a 
substantial defeat in the Middle East. 
The Dulles policy and Dulles himself are 
both unpopular to a degree not appreci- 
ated by the American people or the ad- 
ministration. 

The President’s speech can do much 
harm or good, If Dulles has dominated 
its preparation it will be unfortunate. If 
the anti-Dulles thinkers in the White 
House have written it, then it will be 
constructive. We can but hone for the 
best. The worst is too frightful to con- 
template.—R. M.

In Courtrooms Is Valid 


Piedmont Circuit Judge Maylon B. 
Clinkscales, in allowing newspaper pho- 
tographers to take pictures inside the 
courtroom at the A.D. Alien murder trial 
in Jefferson, showed an admirable will- 
ingness to break an outmoded tradition. 

The old custom of banning camera- 
men from functioning inside Georgia 
courtrooms is no longer justified in view 
of modern methods of photography. 

The arrangement at Jefferson was ex- 
cellent. Photographers worked from as- 
signed seats. They were able to perform 
their duties quietly, using small cam- 
eras and natural light. There were no 
lashbulbs to distract from the proceed- 
ings. Understandably enough, pictures of 
witnesses in the actual process of testify- 
ing were not permitted. 

Under such circumstances it is indeed 
difficult to see why there should be any 
objections to photography inside court- 
rooms throughout the state. Judge Clink- 
scales’ example should set a pattern 
which in the long run would serve the 
useful purpose of stimulating public in- 
terest in the courts and a better under- 
standing of courtroom procedures.

Retention of Williams? 


The understandable lack of public 
confidence in Revenue Commissioner T. 
V. Williams is reflected in Bibb County 
Rep. Edgar Wilson’s report of widespread 
support of his demand that Williams be 
fired. 

His appointment evoked grave mis- 
givings at the outset. Williams has suc- 
ceeded in intensifying them through a 
series of highly controversial actfons. 

First there was the infamous “illegal 
liquor campaign fund” that the commis- 
sioner established and held sole control 
over for so long. 

The under-the-table method by which 
some of the revenue department’s person- 
nel have effected cash settlements of 
tax cases has detracted further from 
whatever reputation Williams may have 
had as an administrator. 

Gov. Griffin, for some strange rea- 
son, has allowed the commissioner to 
defy his orders pretty much at will. One 
example was the contempt with which 
Williams treated instructions to bring 
his employes into compliance with merit 
system requirements. 

The latest of many controversies cen- 
tered around the commissioner is his ac- 
tivity in support of gubernatorial candi- 
date William Bodenhamer and charges 
that revenue department personnel are 
being pressured to support his campaign 
financially and attend rallies. 

This, too, conflicts with an edict from 
the chief executive. 

Rep. Wilson certainly is on the right 
track. In fact, Gov. Griffin has somewhat 
of a multiple choice when it comes to 
selecting the grounds upon which Wil- 
liams warrants dismissal. 

How can he justify his failure to do

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Debts of Georgia Cities 
Continue Upward Trend 


Georgia’s nine largest cities of At- 
lanta, Savannah, Augusta, Columbus, 
Macon, Albany, Athens, LaGrange and 
Rome wound up their financial affairs 
at the end of fiscal 1957 with a total in- 
debtedness of $154,003,000. While accu- 
rate figures for 1958 are not available 
yet, the trend to go further in debt con- 
tinued. 


These cities now owe more than half 
the total indebtedness of the state itself 
through its various authorities. 


While there is no reason for imme- 
diate alarm, it is obvious that municipali- 
ties are headed for more and more finan- 
cial headaches. Growth in population and 
the consequent demand for increased 
services, inflation and upward costs of 
materials and services combine to make 
the task of running cities into quite an 
expensive proposition. 

At every level of government in the 
nation, increased public indebtedness is 
the rule. State, federal and local govern- 
ments now owe more than 354 billion 
dollars. The biggest increase in the debt 
picture has been at the state and local 
levels. Until recently, the federal debt 
has remained fairly stable during the past 
decade. Now this is inching up again. 

In an expanding economy such as 
ours, debt is to be expected. But one 
wonders what is its limit. With savings 
at an all-time high, present debt can be 
sustained comfortably. But when it in- 
creases faster than does the rate of pro- 
duction, the danger signal should go up.

Patronage Practices in State Government 


Ramhurst—Recently over Radio 
Station WSB in Atlgnta I heard 
and understood the governor of 
Georgia make the statement that 
there are no laws and nothing 
can be done legally about his par- 
celing state business to his friends 
and refusing state business con- 
tracts to his enemies. 


As an elected justice of the peace 
of Murray County Georgia’s 984th 
Militia District, the State of Geor- 
gia supplies me with official codes 
of law binding on Marvin Griffin, 
his appointees and the leeches who 
are organized into cliques and 
who are getting rich on public 
money without competitive bids. 

Georgia Code, Section 89-9904 
(285 P.C.) Selling office or divid- 
ing profits thereof—If any person 
who has been elected to any office 
shall sell or farm out said office; 
or if any person shall purchase or 
agree to give any money or any 
thing of value to a person elected, 
for the privilege of exercising the 
duties of said office; or if any 
person shall promise or agree to 
divide the profits, fees, or emolu- 
ments of said office with the per- 
son so elected, he shall be pun- 
ished by confinement and labor in 
the penitentiary for not less than 
one year nor more than three 
years. 

Georgia Code, Section 89-601 
(14). Inspection of public books; 
time—All books kept by any pub- 
lic officer under the laws of this 
State shall be subject to the in- 
spection of all the citizens of this 
State, within office hours, every 
day except Sunday and holidays. 

There are provisions under the 
law to redress the injustices that 
abound but the trouble is those 
responsible and having the author- 
ity to enforce those laws will not 
do so.

Beat Extremism 


WASHINGTON—A high sense of national re- 
sponsibility and tolerdnce clearly is at work in 
the Upper South. This is one of several great 


> 


points emerging from the renomination in Tennessee of Sen. Albert 
Gore on the heels of the renomination in Texas of Sen. Ralph Y§r- 


borough. 

Both men are, by Southern 
standards, dangerously liberal on 
the racial question. Both had been 
marked by the Southern Old 
Guard for liquidation. Both won 
without abandoning unpopular 
convictions—and with the over- 
whelming endorsements of their 
own people. 

Both will now return here for 
six more years of Senate service 
—since Democratic nomination in 
both Texas and Tennessee is as 
good as election—in seats not 
merely safe, but honorably safe. 

A year ago four Southern sena- 
tors — Lyndon B. Johnson and 
Yarborough of Texas, Estes Ke- 
fauver and Gore of Tennessee— 
broke publicly with an 80-year-old 
Southern tradition. They did more 
than consent to the first civil 
rights legislation since Recon- 
struction days. They made this 
Johnson 
most of all, as the powerful and 
astute Democratic leader of the 
Senate. 

True, it was a bill far from sat- 
isfactory to the advanced liber- 
als. But the point was that it was 
a bill, where eight decades had 
produced none at all. 

This was an act of courage and 
statesmanship even though each 
of the four has presumed or sus- 
pected presidential ambitions. To 
each the presidency was a wholly 
improbable bird in a very distant 
bush, whereas the risk to each 
was a very real bird in the hand— 
a Senate seat. 

Not many men in public life 
have shown more valor in our 
time. And these four faced more

The results of Texas and Ten- 
nessee mean that moderate and 
responsible politicians can still 
live in the South, given half a 
chance. 

They suggest it is still possible 
to draw this country together, to 
bring the Old South back into the 
United States of America upon 
the backs of these moderates. 
But the moderates — the respon- 
sibles — must first of all be al- 
lowed to live in office. They have 
shown they can survive Southern 
extremism, even in the wake of 
Faubus in Little Rock.

JEFFERSON—You get up early and start out and all the 
hills look green and misty-cool and all the dooryards blaze with 
“flowers. On the Expressway the incoming traffic moves slowly, 
nearly bumper to bumper, and in spite of the early hour and 
the beauty of the day the faces of the people in the cars you 
meet aren't happy. 

There's tension and hurry and the remnants of a hot, rest- 
less night back of that freshly bathed, powdered and combed look. 


Thank goodness, you think, I’m going the other way—out of 
the city. But when you stop at a drugstore in Lawrenceville to 
pick up coffee in a paper cup and somebody on the street smiles 
and says, “I bet I know where you all are going,”’ you suddenly 
realize: Going to a murder trial isn’t exactly a happy errand. 


And yet I'm not the only person who is fascinated by it. The 
courtroom in Jefferson, Ga., in the old courthouse up on the hill 
in a grove of shade trees is jammed with people coming to wit- 
yess the spectacle ot one man on trial for the death of another. 

There isn’t even standing room in the back of the courtroom 
or in the balcony which, up near the ceiling, must be stifling hot. 
The press is so heavily represented that Judge Maylon Clink- 
scales had to issue tickets for seats in the first two rows inside 
the rail. The daily papers in the area, the wire services, the 
weeklies and radio and television stations are represented. Pic- 
tures are forbidden during the testimony of the witnesses but 
are permitted before they begin or when they have finished. 


Old-fashioned ceiling fans stir the hot air and during the 
tense moments of the testimony the only sound heard within the 
courtroom is the light whisper of cardboard fans and pieces of 
newspapers moving agitatedly in the hands of spectators. There 
are no water fountains but bailiffs keep chunks of ice in the 
buckets of water in the jury and witness rooms and dippers 
circulate freely. 


The selection of the jury, normally regarded as a dull tech- 
nical business, is no mere exercjse in strategy in a small town. 
It is almost as interesting as the trial itself because in a sense 
every prospective juror who stands in the box is on trial by the 
lawyers for the prosecution and the defense. 

“Juror, look upon the prisoner. Prisoner, look upon the 


juror.”’ says Sol. Gen. Alfred Quillian, reciting the lines of some 
old English procedure. . 


And then both sides anxiously examine the siirtcleeved mer- 
chant or farmer whe-stands in the box. More than a dozen 
jurors were excused because they said they had already made 
up their minds about the case or were opposed to capital punish- 
ment. Many others were excused because they said they had 
contributed te a fund raised for the defense of James Foster, the 
man wWho came so close to dying for the crime for which two 
others are now on trial. 


When the question of sympathy or interest in the case was 
settled there remained the matter of relationships. And in a 
small town that can be fascinating. When a juror says, ‘‘My 
wife's mother is‘a first cousin of A. D. Allen’s mother,” every- 
body in the courtroom listens intently and then, using fingers, 
neg te. figure if the relationship is up to the fourth degree allowed

Quixotic Kefauver Is Joined 


By a Cabinet-Rank Sancho 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Sen. Estes Kefauver has assumed the unintend- 
ed role of a modern Don Quixote, tilting doggedly 
but oe al at the shadowy windmills of uni- 
form prices and price increases 
set by the nation’s big business 
firms. 

Now he has found a strong if 
unwitting 20th century Sancho— 
a companion, so to speak, and 
bearer of arms—in the person 
of Attorney General William P. 
Rogers. 

The Tennessee Democrat, 
who is chairman of the Senate's 
monopoly subcommittee, and 
the Republican Cabinet member 
seem strange allies. 


Perhaps even stranger is the fact that some 
new weapons supplied to Kefauver were delivered 
voluntarily (at least in part) te Congress by 
Rogers. 


They showed up Monday, when the Justice de- 
partment chief submitted a required annual report 
on the development of competition in the synthetic 
rubber industry since the government sold its 
wartime plants to private firms in 1955. 

One of the most significant parts of Rogers’ 
statement—one that would seem appropriate to 
other industries as well in light of the President's 
new concern over steel price increases and more 
inflation—is quoted here: 

“Still a primary concern is the almost com- 
plete lack of price competition. | 

“There seems little excuse for continuing the 
price uniformity, born ‘in this instance) of gov- 
ernment ownership, into a period marked by a 
buyers’ market. . . 


“THERE CAN BE NO FULLY EFFECTIVE 
COMPETITION SO LONG AS THIS LACK OF 
PRICE RIVALRY CONTINUES.”

Which has been Kefauver’s contention all along. 
This may explain why one of Rogers’ associ- 
ates, Asst. Atty. Gen. Victor R. Hansen, told the 
monopoly subcommittee only a week ago that the 
Justice department thinks the uniform $4.50-a-ton 


Except for the still-pending divorcement of 
DuPont from General Motors, however, there's 
no sign that the administration is inclined to the 
sort of antitrust law enforcement crusade initiated 
a half-century ago by ‘‘Trust-Busting Teddy” 
Roosevelt, maverick Republican. 


Various industries, meanwhile, keep posting 
uniform price increases—despite the recession. 


Among the recent ones are 3 per cent increases 
on passenger car tires by U.S. Rubber, Goodrich, 
Goodyear and Firestone. Also, an increase from 
25 to 25'2 cents a pound on copper by its major 
producers—Anaconda, Phelps-Dodge and Kenne- 
cot. 

If such price hikes bring on a buyers’ strike, 
and even the President has warned of this pos- 
sibility, the recession is hardly likely to recede. 

And since the government is one of the world’s 
biggest consumers, it will have to raise both 
taxes and the public debt to pay for the goods 
bearing higher price tags. 


There are times when it looks like there is a 
sort of price competition in reverse, as “rival”, 
firms seem to be out to see which can post the 
biggest price increase. 


A couple of years back, for instance, a cer- 
tain new car came out with a 2 per cent price in- 
crease over the old model. After its major ‘‘com- 
petitor’”’ bowed two weeks later with a 6 per cent 
boost, the price on the first car was ‘‘adjusted” 
(raised another 4 per cent) in order to meet com- 
petition,” accerding to a company spokesman. 

Lest you think all prices never go any direc- 
tion but up, you might find some consolation in 
two recent announcements on price reductions. 

Last week, coffee prices were cut again—about 
four cents a pound—reflecting the continued slide 
of green coffee prices that has chopped about a 
quarter off of retail prices in the past year and 
a half. 

And next month, two major manufacturers of 
men’s cotton wash and wear shirts—Cluett Pea- 
‘body and Philips-Van Heusen—will cut one dollar 
off suggested retail prices on white broadcloth 
shirts, leaving them at $4 each.

NEW YORK (‘#—Galloping 
flation appears unlikely unless 
this nation adopts fiscal irrespon- 
sibility as a way of life or be 
comes involved in war, Bankers 
Trust Co. said Tuesday. 

The nation’s seventh Jargest 
bank said after completion of a 
study on inflation: 

“Currently, inflationary psy- 
chology seems to be undergoing 
a resurgence, especially among 
the financial fraternity. There is 
some feeling that the American 
economy, within the next few 
years, may be engulfed by a spec- 
ulative-inflationary burst involv- 
ing a flight out of dollars and 
money assets into tangible prop- 
erty, gold or equities.” 

The study found, however, the 
odds do not seem to favor such 
a prospect at this time. 

What does appear likely, Bank- 
ers Trust said, is a continuing 
rise in the major price indices 
over the years, but at a slower 
pace than in the 1955-57 period. 

As a reasonable forecast, the 
bank estimated a rise averaging 
between 1 and 2 per cent a year.
